SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
1989 


This year’s town report is dedicated to the memory of Stuart Stone for his many 
years of service to the town. He will be sorely missed by us and we would like to 
thank his family for their support during his years of service to the town. 


This has been avery busy year for the officials and staff at the town office. We had 
been advised by our auditors and tax consultants to purge and correct all of our 
past tax records. Because of the diligence of the present Tax Collector, we have 
an unusually large fund balance from taxes collected on uncollected taxes going 
back to 1979. This has taken many hours of work by our present tax collector 
and the administrative assistant. Also the Selectmen have been in contact with 
the County Commissioners on the subject of opening Marshall Pond to recrea- 
tional use and they are receptive. We now have a functioning Conservation 
Commission who will be involved with this and other recreational matters. 
Meetings are held once a month on the third Wednesday unless otherwise 
posted. We hope to see people attend these meetings. They are held in the 
Selectmen’s office and start at 7:00 p.m. 


The town’s assessment, which is set by the state, was 52% in 1989. This year it is 
41%. Money is proposed to be set aside for revaluation of the town in 1992, 
therefore spreading the cost of this revaluation over a three year period instead 
of all out of one year. 


We purchased some new equipment for the highway department to replace 
older, worn out equipment, which has been costing us much money in repairs. 
Some of these purchases include a new loader, a tractor with a road broom, a 
new culvert steamer, a used dump truck, and miscellaneous small equpment. 
These purchases were made with the intention of giving far better service with 
very little repair and maintenance costs. We also made repairs to the town 
garage, which include new wiring, a toilet, a new furnace, new overhead garage 
doors and an emergency generator in case of loss of power. These purchases 
were necessary because of the constant state inspections of our facilities. 


Mr. Peter Rhoades as the town forester oversees the timber which is cut, to 
ensure us that the proper amount of timber tax is paid to the town. This has 
proved to be a very worthwhile investment for us and for this we wish to thank 
Peter for his expertise and guidance. 


We are now dealing with the issue of bad bridges in town, and we have purchased 
the steel with which to repair them. The state has required that we repair three 
bridges in town this year and this work is planned for this summer. 


The Thurber Road has been a problem area because of the mud, and work was 
started to rebuild asection of this road. This work was curtailed when we ran out 
of both money and time. Our plans are to complete these repairs this year, along 
with the sealing of two sections of tar road. 


Our landfill continues to be a problem of major proportions. With constant State 
inspections and requirements, we find that the only way to keep this facility 
open as long as possible is with recycling of usable goods. We found that during 
thesummer we were not only receiving Unity refuse, but also that from neighbor- 
ing towns and cities. With tighter restrictions and more personnel we have found 
that this problem has abated some but more work is necessary. 


The Reed property was purchased and we finally have a deed and a land survey. 
We now have plans to start renovation of the buildings so this property can be 
used by the town. 


We have applied again this year for areconstruction grant for the Town Hall and 


have high hopes that this time we will receive funding. This will be an expensive 
venture, but we look forward to being able to use the Town Hall again for 
community functions. We have received pledges of materials, equipment, and 
labor to offset the town’s share of this cost in the amount of $40,000. For this we 
would like to thank everyone who donated these items. The outcome of this 
grant will not be known until sometime around the first of May, 1990. 


We would like to thank Mr. Walter Rady for accepting the appointment as 
sextant and together with Bill Whitlock, he has done a fine job of organizing the 
cemeteries. 


Last but not least the Board would like to acknowledge that Peg DeLude is the 
President of N.H. Municipal Association and will be serving many towns as well 
as our Own in this capacity. 


Our meetings are held on the first and third Monday of each month at 7:00 p.m. 
at the town office. We encourage everyone interested in seeing how the town is 
run and how your tax money is spent to attend.

ADMINISTRATION ASSISTANT 
1989 REPORT 


A small town has the same problems as a large one but usually lack the tax base 
to pay for the problems. But by the same token a small town has amenities that 
no large town can possible have. Take our town office for instance, it is a place 
where a good disagreement can be started, be finished and still be friendly. Itis a 
spot where the storekeeper can deliver his bills, a place where the citizens can 
talk on a one-to-one basis about their tax problems and receive sympathy 
because were all in the same boat. 


The town has been trying to keep taxes down but the crunch is here. The state 
and its requirements - not mandated mind you - but “grandfathered rules” 
almost make it impossible to operate our landfill for instance. “Closure” is like a 
black cloud hanging over the town. Are we going to let you keep your landfil or 
not? Sometimes it feels like the town is a “puppet on a string” and the state is 
manipulating the strings. 


The roads are improving but optimism of time did not allow the completion of 
some plans or even the beginning of others. Many thanks to the highway crew for 
their many hours of labor on our roads. Getting good quality gravel is still a major 
problem and expensive. The highway garage is checked periodically by our 
insurance company and the town has almost completed their requirements. A 
big thanks to the Fire Department for allowing the town the privilege of access to 
their artesian well. This will result in water for the highway department and a 
savings of the cost of a well and pump for the town. 


The application for the town hall grant is on again. One hundred hours of work 
has gone into writing the grant again. Now I understand how Peg felt when the 
Office of State Planning didn’t even consider our grant the last time it was 
submitted. At this time I would also like to thank all the people who were so 
cooperative in giving me pledges when asked to do so. I thought this was the 
most enjoyable segment of the whole effort. 


Susan Gere resigned the position of Town Clerk/Tax collector as of April 30th 
and Sue Strout assumed the position May Ist. She has done a fantastic job and I 
commend her for her enthusiasm and tenacity in the collection of taxes which 
resulted in clearing up a lot of past paper work. 


We should begin to put the tax records on computer. This would make it so much 
easier for the present tax collector who is familiar with computers. The work 
load is very heavy right now because of the need to keep books for uncollected 
taxes from 1983-1989 and unredeemed taxes from 1979-1988. We have had a 
complete computer system donated to the town by Wilfred Dineen , Compass 
Systems, Inc. from West Unity so there will be no major investment, just software, 
if the Selectmen so choose. 


The Selectmen have adopted a policy of “No Smoking” in the town office accord- 
ing to RSA 155:50 which requires employers to adopt a policy regarding smoking 
in the workplace. This certainly makes for a better environment for the office 
help. 

I should start writing my report “Day One” because I know I will leave someone 
out that should be recognized, but as usual I wait until the last minute, human 
nature being what it is - 1do want to say that this job never gets boring always a 
challenge on a daily basis and to thank all for their consideration and 
cooperation.

ARTICLE VI. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $340,000 for 
the purpose of restoring the Unity Town Hall to be funded in the following 
manner: By the issuance of Long Term Bonds or Notes in the amount of $60,000. 
A 2/3’s vote by ballot is required and further to authorize the town to accept 
private donations up to the amount of $40,000 and also to accept a Community 
Development Block Grant in the amount of $240,000. No taxes will be raised in 
1990, the first principal payment will be due in 1991. 

ARTICLE VII. Toseeifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate $100,000 for 
the renovation of the Unity Town Hall of which $40,000 is from private dona- 
tions. By the issuance of Long Term Bonds or Notes in the amount of $60,000. A 
2/3’s vote by ballot is required. 
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ARTICLE VIII. Toseeifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
fifteen thousand dollars (15,000) for the purpose of renovating Town Owned 
land and buildings (the former Reed property) 


ARTICLE IX. To see if the Town will vote to create and establish a Capital 
Reserve Fund for the purpose of Septage Construction in the amount of $15,000 
and further to name the Selectmen as agents of the fund. 


ARTICLE X. To see if the Town will vote to transfer out of fund balance the 
amount of $1,500 to the existing Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of Land 
Acquisition. 

ARTICLE XI. Toseeif the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $67,460 for 
the purpose of Capital Outlay Road Construction. This is offset by Highway 
Subsidy Funds. 


ARTICLE XII. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$15,000 for the purpose of a new police cruiser. 


ARTICLE XIII. Toraise and appropriate $10,000 to be placed in the Trust Fund 
for Highway Vehicles and to further name the Selectmen as agents of the fund. 


ARTICLE XIV. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$8,600 for the purchase of recycling equipment. 


ARTICLE XV. _ Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $10,000 for 
the purpose of Monitoring Wells. 


ARTICLE XVI. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate $25,000 for 
the purpose of Highway Loader. 


ARTICLE XVII. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$25,000 to be added to the Town Revaluation Reserve Fund previously 
established. 


ARTICLE XVIII. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. To be done by ballot. 


ARTICLE XIX. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
dispose of property acquired by tax deeds. 


ARTICLE XX. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply 
for, accept and expend, without further action by the Town Meeting, money 
from the State, Federal, or other governmental unit or private source which 
becomes available during the fiscal year. Such article or item shall not require 
the expenditure of other town funds. 


ARTICLE XXI. To see if the Town of Unity will send the following message to 
our Representative and Senators in Washington — As citizens of New Hampshire 
assembled at our town meeting and concerned over the present and future well 
being of our town, state, nation and world, we call on our representatives in 
Washington to work vigorously for substantial reductions in military spending 
-spending for which the taxpayers of our town paid approximately $995,000 last 
year -- and to redirect our federal tax dollars toward such purposes as educa- 
tion, environmental protection, deficit reduction, farming, housing, health care, 
and welfare of the elderly and children. 


ARTICLE XXII. To see if the Town of Unity will vote to send a message to the 
Legislature and governor calling for a comprehensive toxics law requiring coor- 
dinated programs of planning, research and development, education, enforce- 
ment, and economic incentives to achieve toxics reduction by substitution with 
safer substances. 


ARTICLE XXIII. To see if the Town will vote to adopt a comprehensive, volun- 
tary solid waste recycling program for the Town of Unity. This program is to be 
overseen by the Recycling Committee and the Board of Selectmen and opera- 
tional by Aug. 31, 1990. The Recycling Committee is to be comprised of 1 
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Selectman and no more than 4 other members who are to be appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen. This committee and the Board of Selectmen are to encour- 
age drastic reductions in the amount of solid waste generated by the Town of 
Unity. They are also to work toward the creation of neighborhood recycling 
centers within the Town of Unity, and to co-operate with neighboring towns in 
the shared use of recycling equipment, information, and joint marketing of 
recycled material. 


To transact any other business as may come before said meeting.

TOWN OF UNITY POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 
1989 


I am completing my first year as a member of your police department. This has 
served 2 purposes for me: 


1. Coming back to a community which I grew up in and always enjoyed. 
2. Providing law enforcement for a small community. 


This year has been quite an active year for the department. The number of calls 
has increased to about 60 calls more than last year. Myself and Off. O’Hearne 
have handled just about any call you can think of. 


During the first 6 months of the year I served the town myself. I investigated a 
major burglary of which about $25,000 was taken from a residence and most of 
the property has been recovered. I also assisted with a burglary task force with 
other departments from Windsor County, VT, Sullivan and Grafton Counties in 
NH. This involved a burglary ring where approximately 30 residences were hit 
and all of the crimes were solved. 


Many of you are learning that you see the cruiser on the road all times of day and 
night. This is due to the 2 of us working entirely different shifts and being able to 
provide better coverage. This works as a great deterrent as the criminal element 
isn’t sure when we are going to be out or where we are going to be. 


A reminder to all residents, don’t be afraid to call if you see something out of the 
ordinary, you may think it is dumb, but it may help to solve acrime or just act asa 
deterrent also. If you are going to be away, give us a call and tell us your going to 
be gone. We will keep an extra eye on your residence. 


Hopefully we are going to be able to start upgrading some equipment which has 
been around for quite a while. We started doing this in 1989 by purchasing 2 
Glock 9MM weapons for the officers to carry on duty. These weapons are 
Semi-automatic. This purchase was made because criminals are using both 
semi-automatics and automatic weapons and I felt this was the time to upgrade 
this item. 


At this time I would like to bring your attention to an article in the warrant fora 
new 4 wheel drive vehicle for a cruiser. I feel this is essential for a number of 
reasons: 


1. The current cruiser has 100,000+ miles on it. 
2. As more and more residents are building on Class V and VI Highways, 
they are getting harder to get to, especially in the winter and spring with 
bad conditions. 
3. This is an item which could be used for a long period of time before 
being replaced. 
In closing, I would like to remind you don't be afraid to call for us. The phone 
number for Valley Dispatch is 543-1233. We are available most of the time, even if 
you only want to ask a question or just to talk. We have pagers and they can get in 
touch with one of us. 
Again, thank you for allowing us to serve you.

Lake Sunapee Home Health Care, Inc., a non-profit, Medicare certified, state- 
licensed Home Health Care agency, provided health care services to people, - 
regardless of their ability to pay, in 17 towns in Merrimack and Sullivan counties. 
These services were paid for by Medicare, Medicaid, private insurance, client 
fees, town and municipal appropriations, grants and contracts, United Way 
funds, and donations from individuals and businesses. 

In 1989, we provided 6,766 nursing and therapy home visits and more than 
12,425 homemaker/home health aide hours; cared for more than 455 children 
at our chlid health clinics; and conducted adult foot care, flu, and blood presure 
clinics.

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COMMUNITY YOUTH ADVOCATES, INC. 
OF SULLIVAN COUNTY 
1989 REPORT 


1989 was a year of change for Community Youth Advocates, Inc. As with many 
other area human service agencies, CYA suffered severe budget cuts and 
therefore had to make cutbacks. Yet despite these cutbacks, CYA programs have 
remained intact and clients have continued receiving quality services. Included 
in this annual report is statistics for 1989, description of new programs, and 
finally a statement detailing the cost-effectiveness of CYA programs to the 
taxpayers of Sullivan County. 


STATISTICS: 

Number of Youth served from Sullivan County: 190 
Number of Youth served from other counties/states: 3 
TOTAL NUMBER OF YOUTH SERVED IN 1989: 193 
A. NUMBER OF RUNAWAYS: 27 


This number reflects the number of youth who were reported as runaways 
to CYA, who were located with the assistance of CYA, and who were 
returned to their homes, or to another appropriate placement. 


B. NUMBER OF CRISIS CALLS: 40 
This number reflects the number of crisis calls received after hours on the 
24-Hour Hotline. These calls were in reference to: runaways, attempted 
suicides, alcohol and/or drug overdoses, a child out of control in the 
home, or a juvenile needing to be detained by police. 


C. NUMBER OF COURT DIVERSIONS: 18 
This number reflects the number of first-time juvenile offenders 
participating in the Court Diversion Program. These youth were required 
to make restitution, perform community service, write a paper on the 
crime they committed, and make contact with a CYA counselor, among 
other requirements. 


D. NUMBER OF YOUTH SPONSORED FOR SUMMER CAMPS: 06 
Six Sullivan County Youth were able to attend summer camps at Camp 
Sebago, Maine and a 4-H Camp in the White Mountains. 


NEW PROGRAMS: 


PARENT AID: The State of New Hampshire, Division of Children & Youth 
Services certified Community Youth Advocates to provide parent aid services to 
families referred by DYCS. A Parent Aid provides families with role modeling, 
parenting skills, counseling to youth, mediating between parent(s) and 
child(ren), and in general providing support and education to the family. The 
agency is paid an approved rate by the State of N.H. and the parent aid is 
required to work a pre-set block of time with the family as determined by DCYS. 


YOUTH ATTENDANT PROGRAM: In January of 1989, Federal law went into 
effect which prohibited any CHINS (Children in Need of Services) picked up bya 
police officer from being detained in an adult police lock-up or county jail. As a 
result, the State of N.H., Office of Juvenile Justice sent out a request for proposals 
to establish alternative programs which would address this issue. Community 
Youth Advocates was awarded a grant for a one year program which offers 
police an alternative shelter to detain youth. CYA’s crisis shelter, Chandler 
House, was chosen to be used to provide police departments up to 72 hours 
where a CHINS could be detained until a responsible adult could be located who 
could take custody of the youth. 
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CYA’S TRAVELLING OFFICE (BUS): As aresult of several budget cuts, the 
Newport Office was closed this past year. In order to insure that the Newport 
area youth continued receiving services, plans were made to use the CYA Bus as 
a travelling counseling office. Out of that grew the idea to expand by going into 
the more rural towns the agency serves in an effort to reach those youth who do 
not have easy access to CYA, or who have been unaware of our services. A 
schedule will be made up establishing certain times and days of the week for 
each town, and once the bus is ready to go, notices will be published in area 
newspapers, and posters sent to schools and police departments advising them 
of the schedule. 


COST—EFFECTIVENESS: AllofCYA’s programs are cost-effective to Sullivan 
County taxpayers, including counseling, cultural and recreation, Big Brother/Big 
Sister. But one of the most cost-effective programs this county has is CYA’s 
Sullivan County Court Diversion Program. In 1989, the Court Diversion program 
had 18 youth referred to it. The charges against the youth were varied; 
shoplifting, vandalism, drinking under age and assault. The average cost of 
bringing a juvenile to court ranges from $3,000 to $5,000, not including the cost 
of a placement should the courts determine one is needed. Had those 18 youth 
been brought to court, the cost to Sullivan County taxpayers would have ranged 
form $54,000 to $90,000. Our studies show that once a youth has been 
introduced into the court system, the chances of him/her continuing the type of 
negative behavior which initially brought him/her to court is 75%-85% higher 
than that of those youth participating in a court diversion program. Court 
Diversion youth are held accountable for their actions, and are ordered to 
perform community service, make restitution, or any other action deemed 
appropriate by a committee made up of community volunteers. 
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UNITY VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT, INC. 
ROBERT BROWN, FIRE CHIEF 


The Unity Volunteer Fire Department responded to 69 calls this year. Most of the 
calls were not of a serious nature, but took up to 368.00 emergency man hours. 
We also inspected a number of wood stoves and oil furnaces. Installation permits 
are available at the Fire Station for the installation of oil and kerosene burning 
heating equipment on Wednesday nights. 


Again, we would like to thank the Club 62 members for their support. If it were 
not for them, the new truck would not be possible. We would also like to thank 
the people who responded to the newsletter we sent out. Ifit were not for them, 
we would not be able to keep the budget as low as it is. We are planning on buying 
up-to-date equipment which is very expensive. This year we are proud to 
announce that our new (used) tanker is in service, which took many hours to 
build. 


It is with our deepest sorrow that we have lost a fellow fire fighter, past Fire Chief 
and Fire Warden, Stuart Stone. He is a man that everyone in the Department and 
in fire service will miss deeply.

UNITY SEXTON REPORT 
1989 


The Sexton responsibilities were assumed by me, Walt Rady, late in the year 
but there was time to learn the responsibilities and assess what was needed to be 
done in addition to normal maintenance. 


The maintenance was performed by me and one part time employee Bill 
Wetlock. Bill is a dedicated employee and between us we were able to cut the 
brush back in all the active cemeteries and cut and trim each one twice before 
fall. The middle of October was dedicated to picking up flowers left during the 
summer and general clean up of all the cemeteries. 


At the end of October and into November was leaf raking time. This was 
limited to the most visible areas of each cemetery because of time limits. 


Some non normal maintenance was also done. In the Cross Road cemetery 
where depresions were filled in and seeded to facilitate easier mowing and 
enhance appearance. For some unknown reason the newly seeded portion was 
driven over by a vehicle resulting in a certain amount of washout which will be 
repaired in the spring. The fence at the upper center cemetery was patched and 
painted to make it last a couple of more years. 


The town equipment is kept in my barn and it was all maintained to bring each 
piece up to good working condition. 

The previous sextons had personal trucks which were used for the carrying of 
equipment to the cemeteries however I do not have one so was forced to carry 
mowers in my car trunk which would only carry small equipment and not the 
riding mower. I did register my tractor which has a 5 ft. mower and used in the 
town green and the upper center cemetery where there is much open area but 
travel time is acouple of hours. The tractor did not turn out to be of any value in 
the Quaker City cemetery as travel time was too great. The Cross Road cemetery 
has too little open ground to make it worth while. The tractor was used with a 
rake, however, to spread loads of fill at Cross Road saving many hours of labor. 


One string trimmer was purchased to trim around the stones and was used to 
very great advantage in all cemeteries. 


I have advised the selectmen of equipment needed to minimize the manhours 
required. This list includes a subcompact truck able to carry dirt and pick up 
trash, cuttings and leaves while maneuvering in the space between rows of 
stones; a trailer for the truck which will allow the riding mower to be handled by 
one man; a leaf vacuum mulcher for the fall cleanup. While these tools require 
some funding they will allow a more efficient use of manhours and are a one time 
purchase. 


The cemetery records are in poor condition due to loss in a fire some time ago. 
Efforts to find unmarked graves in the Cross Road cemetery were met with great 
success, we don’t have much room left there, the Quaker City cemetery is almost 
full. The start of locating and marking empty spots was stopped by the weather 
but will resume in the spring. Metal pins were purchased which will be 
numbered and used to mark available grave sites in the various cemeteries as 
they are found. The locations will be documented so will be easily located when 
needed. 


There were a few complaints this year and I hope that all were resolved 
successfully. I am available to anyone with questions about maintenance, 
regulations, etc. 

I view a main goal is to keep the cemeteries in acceptable condition while 
minimizing the cost to the town. The trust fund or maintenance is woefully 
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inadequate so town taxes must be spent each year for this maintanance. In 
striving for this goal I will welcome any offers to do volunteer work in the 
cemeteries. If I could get a crew of volunteers to straighten stones that would be 
very helpful. This is a task sorely needed but not within the scope of normal 
maintenance nor is there any funding available for this.

Sorry...if your bookis 
due on that day we won't fine you for it. Just put it into the outside book return. 
Video tapes may be left in the Town Office on Saturday until 2:00 p.m. Thank you! 


Beginning this year Non-Residents will have to pay a $15.00 fee for a Hibeany 
card. This will go into effect April 1st, 1990. 


Our goals for this coming year are to supply our High School students with 
materials they are required to use. Why should they be forced to pay for a 
Library card in another town.? 


Space is getting to be a problem. We can no longer have movies or speakers 
and we must store books in boxes which we would like to display. We wish we 
could tell you we are going to have new space for our Library, but we cannot. If 
we had a building we would be able to get grants to improve the situation, but for 
now we must at this time put the necessary books out for use.

Our coverage for Unity guarantees one ambulance will be available to you at all 
times. It should be noted that on two occasions during 1989 we provided more 
than this. One of these two times we provided Unity with 4 ambulances within 
fifteen minutes. 

Golden Cross Ambulance responded to Unity forty-two (42) times during 
1989. We transported patients thirty-five times, and did not transport seven 
times. These seven no transports result in our company paying a total of 4 hours 
of overtime to our call back crews, and there is no charge to the patient if we do 
not transport. Currently Golden Cross Ambulance, Inc. is holding $1,279.38 in 
unpaid bills for 1989, and a total of $682.26 in unpaid bills for 1988 that were 
incurred by patients transported from the Town of Unity.

The members of the Unity School Board, believe that a cooperative endeavor 
with community and staff will ensure a better education for all Unity school 
children. To this end we have continued to support cultural experiences, such 
as the trips to the Cultural Arts Program at Dartmouth. At the Unity Elementary 
School, all students receive enrichment from the weekly art and music 
programs.

The Board is pleased to report that 60% of the student body enrolled in the fall 
soccer program. The Unity Panthers made a good showing against areaschools. 


Because of expenses beyond our control the Board is frustrated in its ability to 
keep taxes down while trying to provide the best possible education for the 
children of Unity. Since we feel a sense of fiscal responsibility our proposed 
90-91 budget reflects no additional programs or expenditures, with the excep- 
tion of a part-time guidance position. The state has cut over $40,000 from our 
proposed foundation aid for 1990-91. We feel this places an unfair burden on the 
citizens of Unity. 


Our school, both inside and out, continues to look attractive and well main- 
tained under the supervision of our custodian, Mr. Edward Gregory. 


The Board wishes to thank the members of the staff for their cooperation as well 
as members of the community for their continued involvement in school 
activities. . 

We would like to remind all citizens of Unity that they are welcome to attend our 
Board meetings the second Monday or each month. These meetings would 
provide you the opportunity to learn of the many efforts put forth to provide 
quality education for our students.

ARTICLE 3 Tosee what sum of money the District will raise and appropriate

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the 
Unity School District and the individual fund financial statements of the School 
District as of and for the year ended June 30, 1989, as listed in the table of 
contents. These financial statements are the responsiblity of the School Dis- 
trict’s management. Our responsiblity is to express an opinion on these financial 
statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing stand- 
ards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain 
reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of mate- 
rial misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit 
also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates 
made by managements, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our 
opinion. 

As described in Note 1C, the general purpose financial statements referred to 
above do not include the General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts, which should 
be included to conform with generally accepted accounting principles. The 
amount that should be recorded in the General Fixed Asset Account Group is 
not known.

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SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 


To the Citizens of Unity: 


During the year 1989-90 I have spent Tuesday mornings at the Unity 
Elementary School. 


All of the children in grades 1 - 8 were checked several times for head lice. I’m 
happy to say that the incidence of head lice was very low. 


Most of the children were screened for vision and hearing. Of the 120 students, 
114 had their vision checked and 6 of those students were referred for further 
evaluation. Hearing - 101 checked and 5 referred. 


Of the 24 children entering first grade, all except one had complete 
immunizations and physical exams. Several weeks were spent checking all of the 
student records for complete immunizations and physicals. Several letters were 
sent home and all parents were very cooperative. 


A report was prepared and sent to the State regarding immunizations and 
physicals on all first graders and all new sutdents entering the school. 


The children in grades 1 - 6 are again involved in the weekly flouride rinse 
dental program which is sponsored by the State Bureau of Dental Health. Two 
dental hygienists come to the school three times, first to check the student’s 
teeth and instruct them in good brushing techniques, second to show films and 
slides on good dental health and third for a follow-up check on the teeth. There 
seems to be great improvement in the children’s teeth. 


I have also spent time with individual students in the areas of personal 
hygiene. 


I have certainly enjoyed this year in Unity, especially the children and staff.

The Warrant was read in its entirety, a total of 
seven Articles, by the Moderator Pro-Tem, Gata Hudson, who stated that “the 
polls for voting on Article 1 will close at 7:30 in the evening. The remaining 
Articles will be acted upon at 7:30 in the evening.” 


At 7:35 p.m. the Moderator Margaret DeLude declared the polls closed, and 
opened the meeting by reading the Warrant in its entirety. 


ARTICLE 2: To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees or Officers 
chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. There was no motion on this Article. 


ARTICLE 3: Mrs. Loraine Light moved “That the District expend $22,387.00, 
received as excess sweepstake funds for the school years 1987/88 and 1988/89 
and such sums will be spent in the following category: Account number 1100-561 
High School Tuition for Claremont.” Mrs. Mary Ellen Bellimer seconded. Article 
passed. 


ARTICLE 4: Mrs. Bellimer moved: “that the District raise and appropriate 
$785,671 for the support of the schools and salaries of school district officials 
and agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations, and to authorize the 
application against said appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be 
received from the State equalization and bulding funds, together with other 
income, the School Board to certify to the Selectmen the balance between the 
estimated revenue and the appropriations, which balance is to be raised by 
taxes by the town.” Mr. Tim Deppmeyer seconded. Article passed. 


ARTICLE 5: Mr. Deppmeyer moved “that the District authorize the School 
Board to make application for and to accept and expend, on behalf of the School 
District, any and all grants or other funds for educational purposes which may 
now or hereafter become forthcoming from the United States Government or 
from the State of New Hampshire. (pursuant to RSA 198:20-b).” Mrs. Bellimer 
seconded. Article passed. 


ARTICLE 6: Mrs. Light moved: “that the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to accept and expend on behalf of the District, any and all gifts or 
other funds received from miscellaneous sources as the Board shall determine 
to be advisable.” Mr. Deppmeyer seconded. Article passed. 


ARTICLE 7: To transact any other business that may legally come before this 
meeting. Mrs. DeLude announced that there was a petition being circulated 
about the poor condition of the Newport road. 


At 8:00 p.m. Mrs. DeLude declared the meeting closed. 


After tabulation of the balloting on Article 1, the Moderator read the results of 
the District’s vote. There were forty-six (46) ballots cast. For School Board, 
Loraine C. Light was the declared winner with 39 votes. There were six (6) votes 
cast for four (4) write-ins. For Moderator, Margaret DeLude was the declared 
winner. She received twenty-one (21) of the thirty-four votes cast for nine (9) 
write-ins. For Treasurer, Peggy Austin was the declared winner with sixteen 
(16) out of the twenty-one (21) write-in votes cast for six (6) people. For 
Auditor, Carrie Plodzik Sanderson received two (2) votes out of the eight (8) 
write-ins. For Clerk, Gata B. Hudson was re-elected with forty-two (42) votes. 
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Attached to these minutes is a record of all votes cast, including those written in. 
At 8:33 p.m. the Moderator declared the meeting adjourned.
